_ 2nd, thécultivation in Seuchuanand Yunnan 
is not interfered with, discouiged, or taxed 
by Government. It is froa and open to all. 
Tt has for years been, and is now affected 
only by natural causes, the Jaw of demand 
and aupply, calculations of profit and loss, 
and conditions of ‘svil and wosther. “3rd, 
no Indian opium is consamed in all this 
region, although optum-smokitig, it may. 
without exaggeration. be said, isa universal 
practice, In addition to aupplying its own 
wants Szuchuan exports enormous quanti- 
tiey to the Haat, where it is smoked by the 
poorer classes.
